APPEAL O F THE | RON HALL. 

A Case tai Brror Hm Been Tiled 1b the Sn- 

preiiie Court. 

INDIANAPOUS, March 22.— The apix^al 
of the Iron Hall case from the S^arion 
superior court was filed in the supreme 
conrt yesterday. The appeal is base<l 
upon seven errors in law claimed to have 
been made by the lower court. 

It is contended thut the ruling that the 
Iron Hall was not an organization for 
charity or benevolenoe within the mean- 
ing of the law of Indiana was an error: 
that the court erred in its ruling that the 
order was b6nnd to pay the f uU amount 
at the certificates at the expiration of 
seven years, lees the payment!^ that the 
court erred in holding that tbeire was no 
legal obligation on the part of oertiflcate 
holders fo pay the order any moaer 
whatever, aod the failure to do so obll- 
il^ated nothiil^ beyond the forfeiture of 
rights as oertifioate holders, and that it 
was an error to hold tlw order nbt a 
mutual company. 

It is asserted that it was an error for 
the court to bold that, because of traud- 
nlent condvdt OfHoeiS and maladmin- 
istration, n Is impossible for the Iron 
^M to eonttraa ttl bosilises; And to 
ma)ie the ifeosKenmp permanent, and to 
^Is^ri^mte' lhe mo m y .

SCHOOL BUILDING BURNED. 

FMlo Crsrtti Amobc the Chndra mmA 
Several of Them Iqjnred. 

CmcAOo, March 22. The 4-8tory 
])nblic school building in South Evans- 
ton, V,l miles noi-th of this city, caught 
lire from some mysterious cause shortly 
boiore noon yestertlay and was com- 
pletoly destroyed. Several of tho panic- 
stricken pupils, surrounded by smoke 
and tire, tooK the desperate chances of 
Jumping from the third and fourth 
story wmdows to escape what seemed to 
be certain death, and were sevorely but 
probably not fxtally injured.

Esther Burdo, 18 Evanston avenue, 
jumped from a third-story window; back 
and shoulders injured.

Newul <Wi«T"<*Pf jumped from a 
fonrth-itory 'window; bmiiwd about the 
body. 

PSKnr Bradley jumped from fourth- 
story; badly brtussQ about the body. 

Lucy HnxtoUe, fotind nncoascions on 
third floor by the firemen; bomed about 
head and faoe. 

Carrie Johnson, burned and inhaled 
smoke. 

Frank Johnson, fireman, cut by broken 

glMB. 

Ssmoel Mack, pressman, bruised by 
faUlBgchUd. 

The remainder of .the children, who 
retained enough composure to listen to 
the pleading of their teachers and the 
firemen, were marched through the 
thickening smoke to frein aii- and sufety.

PRENDERGAST'SDOOH 



Carter Harrison's Assassin 
Will Hang Friday. 



HIS LAST FAINT HOPE GONE. 



Tlie lUlnoU Suprem*' Court ncfii»«>» to 
Cirant a Siipcrsedea* lu HIa Coae and the 
Oovcrnor Will Hardly Interfere— HIk- 
gloM WIU AIM Baac— laterrtaw* With 
tke OoadaniMd Men. 

Ottawa, Ills., March 23.— The Illinois 
supreme court baa refused to grant a su- 
persedeas in the esse of Prendergast, 
the mnrdeter of Carter Harrison, who 
is sentenced to be hanged Friday. 

As calmly as if allowing a tatigant 10 
days in which to file abstram and 
briets. Chief Justice Baker, yesterday 
afternoon, killed the last hope of Pren- 
dergast of further movement in the 
courte for either a stay of raooeedings 
or a uew loophole by whieh IIS may es- 
cape outraged jui^tice. 

The judges tiled solemnly into the 
courtroom, and af .er a few unimportant 
decisions of moiiouH in civil casee. Chief 
Justice Baker >ii)eiied tlie docket at the 
criminal page and said: 

"People, No. ."), yveiiderga-st vs. the 
jx'oph; motion for a writ ol error, and 
that the writ be made a writ of bUi)er- 
sedeas, the court ha.s caretully exam- 
ined the record, abstract and briels in 
full, tmd baa oonolndad todsnjttte ap- 
plication. ' 

This was all, but it decided that the 
jud-'inent of Judge Brentanos court, 
and the conduct of the trial of the niur- 
d'-rer of Carter Harrison had been fully 
indorse<l by the liigiicst coart uf Illiiio..i, 
and that tiie ctvse was practically clo.-ed 
forever. 

The only hope for Prenderga.st now is 
a reprieve by the governor. But as 
(ioveriior Altgeld is now at Bilx.vi. 
Misfl., and Lieut -nant Ciuvenior Kill is 
lint at the statu capitol, the assassin s 
chances for life beyond Good Friday are 
very nlim. 

i iie reason for the seeming delay in 
the J cisioii of the case is that tne judges 
leit lor home Fiiilay night last and uiil 
not return until Sumlny evening, and 
had practically but two ilays in which 
to ( O.isider thJ many ixiiiits preheated in 
the brief prepared by Attorneys (iregoiy 
and Barrow. It iiad eight piiucipnl 
points, among which was a seTere cnti- 
cuni of J udge Hortoh. 

Mr. Itregory, who was in Ottaw.i. 
said that Uie governor would be at-vied 
fur a reprieve and that an apiilieatiun 
would be madu to the Unit -1 States 
court for u writ ol habeaa corpus, on Ihe 
the ground that J^e state court miscon- 
strued the ooostMUion of the United 
States. 

The action of the supreme court was a 
surprise to nearly every one who he ard 
of vt. The opinion was general that a 
supersedeas would 1^ granted, and there 
was hardly the least ezpictation that it 
Would be natly denied. In spite of tiie 
sunirise, however, it was received with 
favor on all sides. Prendergast, every 
one said, had had a fair trial and a tair 
chance for his life and could only be 
iven another chance upon a technicality 
et the circnmstanoes surrounding the 
case, includiiMr the prisoner's actions in 
court, were of such unusual nature, that 
it was the belief that supersedeas wotild 
be grunted. 

Thomas Higgins, the Chicago mur- 
derer, who objects to iM'ing hanged on 
the same sca icdd with Prendergast, the 
BiitTirt*Ti of Mayor Harrison, wasrefnsed 
a supersedeas by the supreme court. 
B^j^im will therefore hang on Good

CmcAoo, March 22.- -With the receipt 
of the news from the supreuic cou 
there WiA a rush of reporters to the jail. 
Cue at a time they were allowed to see 
the atitMMsiu Prendergast. 

"I am in a state of grace," he said 
quietly. "I neetl no more spiritual ad- 
vice and I do not wont to see a priest." 

"Are you snrpi-istid'r'' 

* 'Uf course I am. I was confident that 
I would obtain the supersedeas. X am 
very much disappointed?' 

'■What will be your next move?" 

"I want to nee my lawyers." 

Prendergast showed emotion, bnt he 
was qofet and without demoustration. 

Higgins unconcernedly lighted a cigar- 
ette when he was informed of the su- 
preme court's dec i si on , and laughingly 
said he waa ready. 

"They'll oraok my sphie all ritrht Fri- 
day," he said. "Prendergast wQl get a 
stay. He murdered a great man: I 
killed a man of low degree, so I'll get 
my neck injured. The jail peqple huutr 
ed f or a razor in my call today. Said 
they were afraid Pd kill mj'self . That 
was a blokey breiJc. I don't want to 
kill myself. If thejr'U give me a bar- 
rel of whisky and a dipper, though, I'll 
be dead in the moming-nlead drunk." 

The condemned man oalmly lighted 
another cigarette and prmared to re- 
ceive a priest, as he said '*to square 
himself for the next world." 

Prendergast was searched by the au- 
thorities at the jail immedistolv after 
the announcement came, and all be had 
in Ids pockets was taken from him. He 
made a great protest when they took his 
lead pencil. "If I'm going to die, I will 
need that," he said. "I have some seri 
ons writing to do." 

TMldeVgast's attorneys at a late hour 
ysstsrday STrning reixirted that they had 
seen W^^Wfd States judges in this 
city MSHHjn the matter before them. 
TbeirfPHHD point was that the state 
court t t t e n a Prendergast permission to 
appear ai ma own attorney. The federal 
judges agreed to consider the points 
railed ana render a decision as soon as 



NEW WAR VESSELS.

Philadelphia, March 22. — There are 
tlirw* government shijw now undergoing 
the finishing priM ess* at Crrtin])'rH shipyard 
which the ccioipaiiy hope to turn over to 
the navy < U p iriiueiit by the first ot <^c- 
tolx;r. i'hey are the battlesliips Indiana 
and Massachusetts and the fust prote. tetl 
cruiser MinneiUKilis, the latter h -hi^ a 
si.ster ship of yie ( Vdunibi i. 

The Massacliusctt'^ nas been placed in 
the goveniment dry dock at the League 
Island navyyard in order that her screws 
may lie ida«;e(l in jHisilion. Wliih.' in the 
docks the ship's Iwttom will b(> scraped 
and iKuut''d. In aliout three weeks tins 
MaH-iu-lius' tts will be given her dock 
trial, and on June 1. if all goes well, her 
unoHiiial trial trip will take place. 

The Masfaclii'.selt- is a .sister ship to 
the Indiana, whicii was tested so suc- 
cessfully two weeks ago. Tiie latter 
ship goes into the dry docks on Friiiay 
next and will be sent on her olheial trial 
trip off the ooast of Mas.sacliusetts about 
May 1. Tbeee batth'shiiM are built for 
stability and steauin ss rather than 
speed. There is no doubt, however, that 
both will exceed the guarantee of 15 
knots an hour. 

The ship that excites more interest 
than others now in course of construc- 
tion at Cramp's yard is the cruiser Min- 
neapolis. This vessel is almo.-t au exact 
C0Tmtei^)art of tho Columbia, the differ- 
ence bemg in the arrangement of the lire- 
room which gives the former more gi'ate 
space and a slightly iucreasetl boiler 
power. The difference gives the Minneap- 
olis but two smokestacks whereas the 
Columbia has four. 

Although the hrst trial trip of the 
Minn, ajxjlis will not take place until 
June 15, th*f men employed in her con- 
struction have already bu::nn to spook of 
her as "the 84-knotter." "Almost every- 
iHMly connected with th • hrm believes 
the Minneapolis will piov; ;i world boat- 
er and that she will exceed the Colum- 
bia s unprecedented rec(a-.I of 82 8-10 
knots by more than a knot. 

They argue thit if tho Columbia's 
boiler bad not "foam -d ' thus necissi- 
tating a partial slowdown at critical 
moments, she would have exctHxled 2;t 
knots. Such an accident is not iV.idy to 
happen to the Miimeapolis, and her ad- 
ditional boiler power ought to mean ad- 
ditional speed. 

Altogether there seems to be good 
reason to believe that the new cruisi r 
will establish » record of nearly, if not 
quite, 24 knots an hour. 

Orders having been i8sn"d by the navy 
department placing the Coltmibia in 
coinmisalon on April U. her Imilders 
have increased the already larg.- force of 
workmen who are putting thn finishing 
tottchee on her. All of her berth deck 
guns are in poaition, and the larger guns 
are exi»eoted here from Washmgton 
shortly. 

The scrubbers havej bef(un cleaning 
her sides of the accmnulation of grease 
and dirt. The painters have commenced 
painting the ship, even'thing iU sight to 
i>ti the resulatum white. When all is 
finished tne OolumbiS will present a 
beantlfnl appearance. 

The next ship to be launched at 
Cramp's is the Amerioan liner tit. Jjoau. 
She ym be followed 1^ t^St. Paul, bir 
sister ship. 

The big battleships Iowa and Brook 
lyn will not be launched until later in 
the ffdl. When thess ars completed, the 
firm will have no more gtvskiuuent 
work at its yard. 

An improvement oontemplated in the 
near future Is the enlargement of the 
dry dock. It is not large enough for the 
enormous vessels now being constiuctetl 
at ttie raid, and for this reason the firm 
finds n necessary to use the big govern- 
ment dry dock at League island.

Later tlie 
nmdio, on behalf of the municipal au- 
tnoritias of Turin, sent a message of 
sympathy to the munldpnl autborines of 
BndaPesth. 

The bodyof the Hunnilan patriot lies 
in the bed where he nreathed his last. 
The body is attired in black and is sur- 
rounded by floral wreaths, and has been 
sketched b}^ several Hungarian artists 
who are desirous of producing pictures 
of the room in which Kossuth oied. 

Messages continue to arrive from all 
parts of the world. The fimt mesuage of 
sympathy received was from the mum- 
dparanthflrttlsaiof tba dty of Buda- 
Pesth. 

Premier Crispi has sent a message by 
telegraph e-xjiressing sorrow at the death 
of the exilvd Hungarian, and adding: 
"The memory of Kossuth will rest 
eternally with the lovers of liberty." 

The body will be embambed and will 
lie in state in 'Turin for three days. 

Th» papers left by Koesuth were care- 
fully examined yesterday by his two 
sons and his intimate friends here. No 
will waa found.

-The esti- 
niat** of the amoutit of revenue, which 
the tnrilf bill a^ leportel Ut the senate 
will produce show tiiat the total amount 
will be about |381,oai»,OiKJ.

The principal reduotkn is made in the 
iutei-niu revenue part of the UU tiirough 
tho restoration of the preeent tax ratea 
on domestic cigars and dgarettes, whldi 
amotmts to a loss of over |10,000,0<w. 
There will also be an appreciable falling 
oil in the duty in tinplate caused by 
dianging the duty on that importation 
from 1 1-15 cents to 1 cent a pound. 

The change in the fruit schedule 
whereby bananas, pineapples and cocoa- 
nute are taken from the dutiable list, 
will make up the other principal items 
of loss. Ba.ianas are imiiorted in large 
quantities and the imposition of a duty 
of 2 cents per pound, as first hnposed by 
the committee would have produced a 
revenue of i|tl,072,2d9. 

The committee found upon investiga- 
tion, however, that the bill would pro- 
duce more revenue than would be need- 
ed, and OS bananas are nofe ^oduc 'd in 
this countiy ontiide of a ttiall section 
on the Gulf of Mexico, it was d.^dded to 
restore them to the free list. 

As the bill stands, if the estimate is 
correct, it will produc • at least |dO,000,- 
000 more of revenue th in will be needed.

WASHiNaTOM, March — Senator 
Brlce of Ohio, wh6 was the chief mover 

for the caucus of Democnitic senators, 
thinks the tariff bill as rejKirted from the 
coniniitteo will liuw \Kli^^ the s ni.li . but 
that the senate aiiieudiia iits wul be 
materially changed in the Imust- and in 
conference before the bill is hnally 
agreed upon.
